INTRODUCTION 


In its third year of operation, 
the OFDC sparked more than 
$38.8 million in new Canadian 
film and television production 
through an investment of $4.5 
million in 29 Ontario-based 
film projects that created 
approximately 1,400 jobs. 

In addition, 111 scripts in 
development and 42 training 
and other special projects 
went forward with pivotal 
OFDC support. 


Under the auspices of the 
location promotion and ser- 
vices program, Canadian and 
co-venture shooting in Ontario 
totalled $134.9 million, while 
foreign-financed production 
contributed a further $69.6 
million to the province's econ- 
omy. This high volume of 
activity sustained more than 
2,600 jobs. 

The sales and distribution 
program facilitated $5.1 mil- 
lion in export sales of Ontario 
feature films and television 
programs through trade mis- 
sions to key foreign markets. 

Close consultation with 
the film industry built a case 
for government approval of the 
$30 million Ontario Film 
Investment Program, to be 
introduced by the OFDC in 
1989-90.

CHAIRMAN’S MESSAGE 


Dear Minister: 


It is an honour to submit for 
your approval the Annual 
Report of the Ontario Film 
Development Corporation 
(OFDC) for the year ending 
March 31, 1989. 

In our three years of oper- 
ation, the OFDC has emerged 
as a major partner and vital 
participant in Ontario's bur- 
geoning film and television 
industry. During this period our 


investment financing has stim- 


ulated $108 million in new 


Canadian production; our loca- 


tions program has helped 
attract $625 million in foreign 
and domestic shooting to 
Ontario; and our distribution 
activities have led to $25.7 
million in export sales of 
Ontario film and television 
products. 

Just as impressive as the 
quantity of Ontario production 
over the past three years Is its 
quality. In this age of mass 
media, Ontario filmmakers are 
playing a lead role in defining 
and expressing our Canadian 
identity. 

Film and television pro- 
jects in which the OFDC has 
invested have won critical 
acclaim in the film capitals of 
Canada and the world and 


gone on to enjoy box office 


success nationally and interna- 


tionally. To mention only the 


most recent accolade, Atom 
Egoyan's Speaking Parts was 
invited to the prestigious 
Directors’ Fortnight at the 
1989 Cannes International Film 
Festival. 

We in the OFDC are 
heartened that the government 
sunset review process com- 
pleted this year recognized our 
achievements thus far and 
confirmed our status as a per- 
manent agency. We also 
appreciate the confidence the 
government has expressed in 
the OFDC’s future by increas- 
ing our budget for 1989-90 by 
$17.6 million. 

1988-89 was an excep- 
tionally challenging and 
rewarding year for the OFDC 
and for the industry as a 
whole. Canadian and co-ven- 
ture production in the province 
reached a level of $172.8 mil- 
lion and has virtually doubled 
in just two years. This is a 
remarkable feat given the 
uncertain financial climate 
created by the federal gov- 
ernment's decision to curtail 
the tax incentive for film 
investment. 

The federal move — 
coupled with Quebec's intro- 
duction of a generous 
provincial write-off — threat- 
ened to undermine Ontario's 
position as the leading film 
production centre in Canada. 


The Ontario government 


responded decisively by 
approving a two-year $30 mil- 
lion investment rebate program, 
to be offered by the OFDC 
beginning in 1989-90. We are 
confident our new Ontario Film 
Investment Program will in 
large measure restore the 
incentive for private investment 
in Ontario film production. 
Nevertheless, for a vari- 


f 


ety of reasons, the financing 


scenario in the filmmaking 


business will continue to 
change dramatically. It is 


essential for Ontario producers 


to seek out new financing 
partners within Canada and 
internationally, and the OFDC 
is determined to provide lead- 
ership in this search. 

Most provinces have now 
established agencies compara- 
ble to the OFDC. We in Ontario 
are eager to work with our 
provincial counterparts across 
the country to jointly support 
film projects, just as we have 
traditionally co-operated with 
Telefilm Canada. In addition, 
co-ventures between Ontario 
and foreign producers are on 
the upswing as the interna- 
tional appeal of Ontario films 
opens up access to a wider 
pool of capital. The OFDC wel- 
comes this trend and will 
continue to encourage co-pro- 
duction by spearheading an 
Ontario presence at foreign 


film markets.

Corporation (OFDC) provides a

government's working relation- 


ship with the dynamic film and 


television industry. An operat- 
ing agency of the Ministry of 
Culture and Communications, 
the OFDC opened for business 
on April 1, 1986 and in August 


1988 passed a government 


“sunset” review to become a 
permanent organization. 

The corporation has a 
mandate to contribute signifi- 
cantly to both the cultural life 


and economic health of the 


province — an assignment that 


represents a unique blend of 


creative and commercia 
objectives. Its mission is to 
encourage investment, 
employment and growth in 
Ontario's most prestigious and 
powerful mass media, film 


and television. 


The ultimate goal is to 
build a thriving industry that 
consistently produces high- 
quality, distinctively Ontario 
feature films and television 
programs that will establish 
Ontario filmmakers on the 
world scene.

PRODUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT 


The Production and Develop- 
ment Division lends impetus to 
all stages of the filmmaking 
process by providing financial 
support and professional 
advice to producers, production 
companies and screenwriters. 
In the early high-risk 
phase, the OFDC offers devel- 
opment loans to take a 
creative concept through the 
writing and packaging steps to 
the point where shooting can 
begin. This year the corpora- 


f£ 


tion made 111 interest-free 


loans to support the prepara- 


f 


tion and development of many 
excellent scripts. 

At the production stage, 
the OFDC invests equity funds 
in Canadian film and television 
projects by Ontario-based pro- 
ducers. Preference goes to 
projects by, for and about 
Canadians. 

Assistance is targeted 

mainly to small-to-medi- 
um-budget feature 
films that couple cine- 


matic vision with an 


understanding of the 
marketplace. Television docu- 
mentaries, particularly 
performing arts specials, also 
rank as a priority because of 
Ontario's tradition of excellence 
in this genre. All production 
projects must demonstrate 
commercial potential through 
firm distribution guarantees or 
broadcasting commitments. 

In 1988-89 a number of 
prior OFDC investments paid 
off in critical and box office 
success. At the 1989 Genie 
Awards for Canadian film, 
Jackie Burroughs won best 
actress for A Winter Tan and 
Ron Mann's Comic Book 
Confidential won best docu- 
mentary. Ravel (a performing 
arts special by Rhombus 
Media Productions) was hon- 
oured with the Quebec-Alberta 
Prize at the 1988 Banff 
International Television 
Festival. 

In all, 29 Ontario feature 
film and television productions 
this year received OFDC 
assistance, which 


averaged 


12 per cent of project budgets. 
Foreign participation was 
encouraged to expand the 
financial resources open to 
Ontario filmmakers. Co-ven- 
tures included Atom Egoyan’s 
Speaking Parts produced with 
British and Italian interests 
and Carlo Liconti’s Brown 
Bread Sandwiches, a co-ven- 
ture with Italy. 


The OFDC backs special 


projects to strengthen the 
Ontario film industry. This year 
the corporation supported 
industry associations and ini- 


tiatives such as the Academy 
of Canadian Cinema and 
Television, the Festival of 
Festivals and the Toronto 
Screenwriters Forum. More 
than 3,400 film personnel par- 
ticipated in professional 
development events assisted 
by the OFDC. And sev- 
eral filmmakers 


received travel 


grants to attend

SALES AND DISTRIBUTION 


The wider the distribution of 
Ontario film and television pro- 
ductions, the greater their 
cultural impact. And the higher 
revenue and sales, the 
stronger the financial anchor 
of the Ontario film industry. 
The OFDC therefore ranks the 
marketing of Ontario film and 


television products, both with- 


n Canada and internationally, 


as a major objective. 


The Sales and Distribution 
Division spearheads Ontario's 
involvement in key film festi- 


vals and markets to link our 


producers and distributors 


with potential foreign buyers. 
These venues are crucial to 
securing European sales, 
especially for television distri- 
bution, a growing source of 
revenue for the Ontario indus- 
try. Participation also raises 
Ontario's profile in the interna- 
tional film community, sowing 
the seeds of future sales and 


joint ventures. 


Group missions went to 
three film markets this year— 
MIP-TV and MIPCOM, both in 
Cannes, France, and the 
Montreal International Film 


Television and Video Market. 


Ontario's presence under 
the “Ontario Group” banner 
was highlighted by a 
redesigned booth with a 
contemporary look. 

In all, 22 companies par- 
ticipated in group or solo sales 
missions assisted by the OFDC 
in 1988-89. At MIP-TV alone, 
Ontario companies secured 
export sales of $1 million and 
negotiations began on $25 mil- 
lion in potential Ontario 
investment in co-production. 

The OFDC also provided 
support for Ontario films invit- 
ed to major festivals — such as 
Comic Book Confidential and 
Peter Raymont's The World is 
Watching — which were show- 
cased at the prestigious Berlin 
International Film Festival. The 
corporation ran advertise- 
ments and arranged receptions 
to boost sales and build 
awareness of Ontario's film 
industry. At Toronto's Festival 
of Festivals, the OFDC helped 
co-ordinate “The Sales 


Office,” a new initiative 


with the festival organizers to 
bring Ontario sellers and for- 
eign buyers together. 

To strengthen distributors 
based in the province, the 
OFDC provides loans to assist 
with the launch of Canadian 
films in Ontario theatres. This 
year five titles were released 
under the program, which is 


designed for all theatrical dis- 


tribution companies, including 
emerging companies and 
those ineligible for the federal 


distribution fund.

LOCATION PROMOTION AND SERVICES 


Through the Location Promotion 
and Services Division, the 
OFDC aggressively markets 
Ontario to Canadian and for- 
eign filmmakers as a prime 
shooting location and produc- 
tion centre. The division also 
offers logistical services 

such as free location scouting, 
a photo locations library 

and consultation and trouble- 
shooting to get projects 
moving. 

A highlight of the year 
was a marketing mission per- 
sonally led by Premier David 
Peterson to meet with 
American producers and studio 
executives in Los Angeles in 
March 1989. The premier 
saluted the contribution of 


Hollywood-financed films to 
Ontario's emergence as the 

third largest film production 
centre in North America and 
called for more co-ventures 

between Ontario and U.S. 


producers. 


Valuable leads to new 
American projects were ob- 
tained at the annual Location 
Expo in Los Angeles, where 
Ontario was among 150 juris- 
dictions competing for this 
highly mobile business. The 
cities of Toronto, Ottawa and 
London joined with the OFDC 
at this event to sell the advan- 
tages of Ontario's talented 
actors, enthusiastic crews, 
excellent facilities and wealth 
of locations. 

This year the OFDC also 
hosted Cineposium ‘88, the 
highly successful annual 
conference of the Association 
of Film Commissioners 
International, which featured 
60 speakers including keynoter 
Oprah Winfrey. This was the 
first time the association of 
more than 200 film commis- 
sioners from across North 
America and other countries 
had convened in Canada. 
Ontario's professionalism in 
hosting the event received 
much play in the Hollywood 


trade press. 


During the year the OFDC 
helped attract 53 productions 
to shoot on location in Ontario 


— 29 Canadian projects, seven 


co-ventures and 17 foreign 


productions. American films 


made in the province included 
Stella starring Bette Midler, 


Letters featuring Robert De 


Niro and Jane Fonda, and The 


Dream Team starring Michael 
Keaton. 

To “make pictures move,” 
the OFDC handled 1,300 
searches or visits to the loca- 
tions library, which catalogues 
more than 5,000 sites; com- 
pleted 150 location scouting 
assignments; distributed 2,000 
copies of fact-filled publica- 
tions; and provided advice 
through 260 consultations. 
The division also met regularly 
with industry representatives 


and continued to chair an 


ad hoc committee of

CORPORATE MANAGMENT 


The Corporate Management 
Division co-ordinates the 
OFDC's vital policy-making role 
as well as overseeing all 
corporate operations. 

This year the OFDC orga- 
nized an intensive consultation 
process to deal with the federal 
reduction in income tax incen- 
tives for film investment. A 
committee was formed includ- 
ing representatives of the 
Association of Canadian Film 
and Television Producers, the 
Canadian Film and Television 
Association and other industry 
groups as well as company 
leaders to gather information 
and make recommendations. 

The corporation then took 
proposals forward to the gov- 
ernment and gained approval 


to introduce the Ontario Film 


Investment Program (OFIP) 
early in the 1989-90 fiscal 
year. OFIP will offer an invest- 
ment rebate of up to 20 per 
cent to production companies 
Or private investors financing 
eligible Ontario-based 
Canadian films. 

The OFDC convened a 
second industry committee on 
another key subject, Ontario's 


marketability as a shooting 


location, and monitored an 
array of issues ranging from 
free trade to copyright. A 
socio-economic impact study 
of the film and television 
industry planned for 1989-90 
will provide a solid foundation 
for new policy initiatives on 
behalf of Ontario filmmakers. 
Ina further role, Corporate 
Management tracked the 
recoupment of OFDC invest- 
ments. Development loans are 
repaid when shooting begins, 
while production investments 
are recovered during the film's 
distribution. A milestone was 
reached this year when /'ve 
Heard the Mermaids Singing 
became the first OFDC-backed 
project to return a profit. In 
addition to recouping its entire 
$100,000 investment, the 
OFDC has received more than 
$66,000 in income from this 


award-winning film as of 


year end. 
The Guaranteed Lines of 
Credit program helps stabilize 
the finances of production 
companies in an inherently 


cyclical business. The OFDC 


this year began planning fur- 
ther initiatives to strengthen 
the business side of filmmak- 
ing, to be implemented by a 
new Legal and Business 
Affairs unit in 1989-90. 


The division maintains 


management systems to 


ensure appropriate planning 


and accountability for human

1. Background 

The Corporation was estab- 
lished, without share capital, 
on January 30, 1986 by 
Regulation 37/86 under sec- 
tion 5 of the Development 
Corporations Act. 

The main purpose of the 
Corporation is to create and 
stimulate employment and 
investment in the Ontario film 
industry by means of grants, 
loans and capital participation 


under assistance programs. 


2. Significant Accounting 
Policies 


(A) BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 
The accompanying financial 
statements have been pre- 
pared in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting 


principles except for: 


(i) fixed assets acquisitions 
which are expensed. These 
and other administrative 
expenses are recognized on a 
cash basis modified to allow 


an additional 21 days to pay 


for goods and services pertain- 


ing to the fiscal year just 
ended; and 


(ii) grants, loans and capital 
participation, which are 
charged to expenditure as dis- 
bursed. Any return on these 
activities is recorded as rev- 


enue when received.

6. Commitments 

Of the surplus shown at March 
31, 1989, the Corporation is 
contractually committed to 
advance funds totalling 
$1,767,000 ($937,000 at 
March 31, 1988) as invest- 
ments. Further, as of this date, 


the Corporation had approved 
an additional $2,379,000 
($1,207,000 at March 31, 
1988) of financial assistance 
for which it has subsequently 
entered into contractual 
agreements. 

As of March 31, 1989, the 
Corporation has also entered 
into a contract to guarantee a 
line of credit to a maximum 
of $180,000. 


7. Subsequent Event 

On May 19, 1989 the Ontario 
Film Investment Program was 
launched. This program pro- 
vides a cash rebate to Ontario 
investors of up to twenty per 
cent of their investment in 


Ontario based films. 


The Corporation has been 
allocated $30,000,000 over 


two years for payments under 


this program. As of August 17, 
1989, no applications have 
been approved and no funds 


have been advanced. 
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
